Mayor Favors Redistricting. 

Mayor James G. Woodward takes the 
Position that a bond issue will not be 
approved by the voters, and his sug- 
gestion Is a new survey of the school 
districts with a view of making a fair 
distribution of pupils in the congested 
sections, 

“I believe that $60,000 apent judi- 
clously by the school board will give 
the rellef necessary." 

But Mayor Woodward's opinion is 
based only on actual conditions as he 
found them to exist at the Forrest 
Avenue school, Boulevard, North Ave- 


nue, Edgewood, Highland, Inman 
Park. Faith Street, and Ivy Street 
schools. He has offered as a sugges- 


tion to the school board that a part of 
the $50,000 be spent on a temporary 
school building to be located at the 
corner of Pearl and Gaskill streets to 
relieve the conditions in the Faith 
school district. 

Greater Ymcrease Here. 

The records on file in the office of 
Superintendent Slaten show that the 
northeast section of the city has con- 
tributed = a greater increase in the 
school attendance than any other sec- 
tion of the city, and with the increase 
expected every year the conditions will 
be just as bad next year as they ars 
this year. 

Superintendent W, F, Slaton, after 
calling attention to the poor facilities 
in some of the schovls, now- refuses 
to discuss the school system with re- 
porters, but he says the records are 
open to inspection. 

The next meeting of council will be 
held next Monday. it is understood 
that several members have Prepared 
resolutions urging that an investiza- 
tion be made ¢f the school situation.

Constitution Is Praised for Its 
Efforts to Improve Condi- 
tions in Atlanta. 


“The public school system for the 
colored race in Atlanta is a basis for 
the Intelligence, efficiency and virtue 
of the 60,000 negroes in this city, and 
its condition vitally affects the entire 
city,” said Rev. H. H. Proctor in the 
Prelude to his regular sermon at the 
First Congregational church, colored, 
last night. 

“The Constitution,” he continued, 
“@eserves the thanks of the entire com- 
munity for the fight it is making for 
better public school facilities. Much 
credit is due the women of both races 
who are leading in this work of Inves- 
tigation and agitation. If the condl- 
tion of the white schools is bad, that 
of the blacks !s worse. There are at 
least four pornts in which schools for 
Regroes should be improved: 

Bio need more buildings and 
better. The 12,000 colored children of 
school age in Atlanta can not be 
housed in the present structures, and 
of the eleven buildings for blacks only 
two are modern and sanitary. 

“2. The abolition of the double ses- 
sion, an injustice to teacher and pupil 
alike. By halving the time of the 5,000 
chikiren in the school at least one-halt 
of that number ig put upon the street, 
and just about that number of negro 
children of school age’ were arrested 
in Atlanta last year. Benevolent as 
Was the intent of the double session, 
it results In crime. 

“3. There should be a night schooi 
to make provision for those who on 
account of necessity of work can not 
attend in the day. If a night school 
is needed for the whites, the much 
more for the blacks, 

“4. A centrai high and tndustrial 

hool, to bring the system into unity 

nd completeness. Negroes must pay 
for the literary and industrial training 
in private schools which whi 
celve free in the public schools.

Throughout the day messages camé 
to the state department describing the 
situation in the Mexican capital as 
quiet, but fraught with all sorts of 
possibilities. There were no predic- 
tions of what would result from the 
arrest of deputies, but attention ws 
drawn to the approaching return of 
Felix Diaz, en route homeward, #58 
likely to have some effect on the ¢zit- 
uation. Some of the tmprisoned depu- 
ties were close friends of Diaz, and 
his influence may be brought to bear 
to_obtain their release. 

President Wilson read the dispatches 
from Mexico manifesting a keen -n- 
terest in the situation, but no com- 
ment was made at the white house <r 
the state department. Secretary Bryan 
Was due to return iate tonight from 
Knoxville, Tenn. where he delivered 
an address at the conservation exvesi- 
tion. He is expected to discuss the 
situation with the president early to- 
morrow. 

Those officials who commented upon 
the situation informally decided that 
the United States would take no st>:ps 
in the situation for several days, be- 
ing content to play the role of ob- 
server.

olicy, it is generally agreed here, will 
be tO make even more remote any 
prospect of recognition by the United 
States by the authorities now in power 
in Mexico, and to result in the closest

But Church Should Pay for 
Space It Uses, Says Dr. 
Holderby. 


Utilize modern ways of reaching the 
people with the gogpel and thus carry 
out Christ's command te preach His} 
word from the hcusetops, was what 
Dr. A. R. Holderby, pastor of Moore 
Memorial Presbyterian church, told his 
hearers Sunday morning. He advocat- 
ed the use of newspapers by the 
church. but declared that the church 
should not be a "“deadhead,” but should | 
pay for the space tt used. 

“When Jesus commanded his twelve 
Apostles to preach what they had 
learned of him, from the housetopa, 
he intended to teach them that his 
gospel was to have the widest pub- 
Hcity,” he said. “It was the custom 
among the Jews to make important 
proclamations fro mthe housetops, and 
so the disciples must have understood 
what Jesux meant by the command. 

‘If the gospel is to be confined to 
the circumscribed limits of the pulpir] 
and of the churches, the world will) 
never be evangelized. The pulpit does 
not and cannot reach the masses of 
the pecple. True, there are many 
church buildings In which the gospel 
igs preached but the number of people 
reached by this means is very small. 
The preacher who Is limited to the 
pulpit !s doing but little to evangelize 
the_world. 

“The telegraph, the telephone. the 
Pphoncgraph, the great dally news- 
papers, the railroads and the ships 
that saili the seas, all are servants of 
God and are helping to win the world 
for Christ; unintentionally, perhaps, 
and unwillingly, they are agents for 
the spreading cf the gospel. 

“Fhe newspapers, while they are not 
published for the purpose of alding the 
cause of religion, yet aS a matter of 
fact are being used. of Ged for 
the spread of the gospel and they are 
helping to evangelize the nations. 
Every reputable newspaper in the 
country publishers something that 
bears upon the gospel, And where the 
pulpit preaches to thcusands, the great 
Newspapers preach to hundreds of 
thousands. They are the greatest of}; 

‘publicity -agents and should be used 
as far as possible for the proclamation 
of the gospel. 

“It is the proper thing to do to use 
the newspapers for the advancement 
of the gospel but this privilege should 
be paid for by the church just as it 
has to pay for the telegraph, the tel- 
sphons, the rallroads and other utll- 

es, 

“It is a disgrace for the church to 
Pose before the world as a ‘dead-beat,’ 
and-to get all the free advertisement 
it can beat out of the newspapers. 

“If a church is unwilling to pay for 
Spreading the gospel. and thus helping 
te evangelize the world, it had better 
go out of business."

IN SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


Terenty-One Schools, in Weekly 
Report, Show a Gain of | 
2,104 Over Last Year. 


| All the Sunday schools of Atlanta 
;felt the renewed vigor of autumn yes- 
terday. It seemed as if the brisk air 
iof October brought out hundreds of 
people who have been staying at home 
during the languid days of the summer, 
for the reports of the attendances in 
the various schools showed a aplendid 
increase. 

The twenty-one schools included in 
the day's report showed a total at- 
tendance of 9,039, as compared with a 
total of only 6,915 on the same da: 
last year, which is a n of 2,104 
This is an average of 430 in these twen-

When Snipes, Non-Union 
Painter, Is Called Scab. 


Macon, Ga., October 12.—(Special.)— 
Will Bolton, the worst injured of the 
three victims of the exhibition of fron- 
tier gun play at Third and Poplar 
streets yesterday afternoon, ts still in 
a critical condition at the Macon hos- 
pital, though hope of his recovery has

HE WON’T SEE GHOSTS. 

All credit to Edwin Farnham Greene, 
president of the National Association of 
Cotton Manufacturers, and the northern and 
southern cotton mills represented in the 
membership. They have given signal evi- 
dence of determination not to see. ghosts 
and destruction in the new tariff bill, but to 
accept its provisions with confidence in 
themselves and the “American people.” As 
against the wails going up from other in- 
terests, who howl even before they ‘are hit, 
this logical optimism is inspiriting. Here is 
& part of what President Greene said in ad- 
dressing the semi-annual convention of the 
association at Atlantic City, and the Asso- 
ciated Press reports that 300 fellow-mem- 
bers cheered him lustily: 


We are an optimistic people and we 
should enter on the new era as cheer- 
fully as can be, having full confidence 
that if in spite of our best efforts the 
new tariff proves an undue burden, the 
government in Washington will see its 
mistake and make reasonable changes. 

Much as we may feel discouraged at 
the present moment, we have passed 
through hard times before and possibly 
tie effect may not be as disastrous. as 
some believe. In any event, we are go- 
ing forward with courage, belleving in 
the energy, ability and efficiency of the 
American manufacturer and laborer and 
{In the fairness of the American people 
in the long run. 


That is the right spirit in which Ameri- 
can industry should meet ali fundamental 
changes in the law of the land. It is the 
standpatter in business who is run over, as 
well as the standpatter and the calamity 
howler in politics. The mill men, as well 
as every other interest directly or indirectly 
affected by the tariff, could not have ex- 
pected the government to levy a high pro- 
tective tax eternally. Sooner or later, they 
would be forced to face the consequences 
of revision, either as a permanency, or as 
an honest experiment, at the hands of one 
party or tha other. 

The trouble with most of the complaints 
against the new tariff, and happily they are 
dwindling, is that manufacturers hitherto 
highly protected overlook the fact that it is 
the American people who are doing the 
revising and that the democratic party is 
only a vehicle. They should, long ago, have 
foreseen that reyision and a total readjust- 
ment of our tariff system was inevitable. 
They have had forewarning of its coming 
ever since the country overwhelmingly re- 
jected the Payne-Aldrich fiasco. 

President Greene is right. If the present 
schedules should prove erroneous or oner- 
ous, and a fair trial only can demonstrate 
their effect, they will be amended. No poli- 
tician alive is going deliberately to slaugh- 
ter the prosperity of his country. In the 
meantime, the resignation with which the 
majority of the interests are accepting the 
new order is the surest indication that it is 
founded on a tenable economic basis. 


EARTH'S GREATEST SPORT. 

The baseball season has gone out in a 
blaze of glory. 

The amateur philosopher who once re- 
marked that baseball would do more to 
bring about universal peace than all the 
Lake Monhonk and Hague conferences had 
more than enthusiasm on his side. Every- 
one egrees that universal peace will follow 
universal understanding between the na- 
tions. And if baseball is not today one of 
the greatest forces in that direction, we are 
at a loss to find a substitute. It has grap- 
pled stolid England in its grasp, found a 
community of interest in Japan and set the 
Filipinos by the ears, Even the plodding 
German falls victim to its charm. When- 
ever an American team penetrates the 
Spanish-American countries, the effect is 
electrical. 

Unquestionably, baseball is 
Breatest sport in civilization. 
Suspect it is greatest in history, if one be 
broad enough in his definitions. It is true 
that the ancient Roman games, with their 
wholesale bloodshed and cruelty, fascinated 
alike the aristocrat and proletariat, the 
butcher and Caesar himself. But, even 
winking at their murderous nature, the 
Roman games were by nécessity restricted 
to a very narrow locality. They could not 
make a circuit, as baseball does, and they 
did not offer that species of friendly rivalry 
that is the charm of the sport played on the 
green diamond.

The School Children 
And Their School Rooms 


Editor Constitution: The seating capacity 
of the schools the city based upun the 
standard of 40 pupils to a room 36 by 20 feet 


in 


square and 11 feet high, which constitute the 
measurements of the usual rooms, is 12,550, In 
that space there are now seated 14,819. This 
excludes the basements so far as capacity is 
concerned. You will see that no matter what 
the distribution, there is an excess of 2,269 
pupils over the normal seating and teaching 
capacity of the schools, This means crowd- 
ing_and lack of breathing Space, which in 


} turn. leads inevitably to defective nuptrition 


and actual disease of the breathing aparatus. 
Not only do the children have to struggle 
against the handicap of partial suffocation 
while they are at work, but they are in real 
danger of acquiring discase, 

I have not the figures by me to be exact, 
but the school examiners report approxi- 
mately 48 per cent of the children in the 
schcols as defective In some way. 

Parents and physicians are cooperating 
with the school examiners to remedy this 
condition and ever so many children are re- 
ceiving the benefits of this work every day. 
But are we to keep on repairing when pre- 
vention demands our attention even more 
inristently? And how are we to repair suc- 
cessfully when the conditions of -the rooms 
to which the children return are such as to 
undo our work? 

I want to urge again and again the con- 
sideration and construction of the completely 
open air school by Atlanta people. Then we 
could utilize our space to far better advan- 
tage and the time gained in learning les- 
gongs alone would compensate for the effort 
end expense of the new arrangement, 


There is a suggestion made in your issue | 


of today, whereln a correspondent says tnat 
churches might be used as school rooms. That 


| would help for a time to do away with con- 
| gestion and take the little ones trom the 
basements, 


but churches as a rule, are not 
constructed with good ventilation and light 
and if they were used, it should be only for 
the shortest possible time. 

In looking over the schools that have 
unused space one sees that other factors 
than vicinity enter into the assignment of 
pupils. Let us say that many could go to 
Ashby that now go to English avenue, yet it 
would be difficult to fill the extra 120 seats 
in Bell street. That neighborhood is chang- 
ing and soon it is likely to be given over 
to the negro population. In a measure this 
is true of Boulevard. To the east and south 
there are none but negroes living, but there 
are some 140 extra seats there. 

Thia might relleve Forrest avenue in some 
measure if the children could be happy in 
going there, but it could not assist Inman 
Park with {ts excess of 300. 

We must have good schools following the 
grewth and locatfon of the population. Let 
us aevelop them on the open atr principle. 
have them where everyone can see every part 
of them and keep them clean.

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The “World's Mysteries 


WAS MARIA THERESA A MURDERESS? - 


There is an episode in the Hfe of Maria 
Theresa of Austria, which has caused con- 
siderable discussion, as to whether she in- 
tentionally wanted to get rid of the Arch- 
duebess Maria Josepha, or whether it was to 
show her authority that brought the arch- 
duchees to such an unhappy ending. 

The Archduchess Maria Josepha was the 
fairest,the gentlest and the most beloved of 
the six beautiful daughters of Maria Theresa 
and Francis of Lorraine. The emperor 
idolized her, and the imperious empress- 
queen, who had little time or inclination 
to lavish caresses on her children, was 
known to regard her with peculiar in- 
dulgence. Contemporary writers all agree 
in praising the beauty, the peculiar sweet- 
ness of disposition, and the winning grace 
which made the young archduchess so lovely 
aad so lovable; whilst her passionate attach- 
ment for her family, and especially for her 
father, made her their Idol. 

The sudden death of the Emperor Francis, 
in 1764, was the first shadow cast on the 
bright existence of Josepha, and it is sald 
that from thenceforth a deep melancholy 
oppressed the young archduchess. Time 
passed away; the princess was now in. her 
sixteenth year, and rumors of her approach- 
ing marriage had already been. for some 
months, in circulation, when it was officially 
announced that the hand of Maria Josepha 
of Hapsburg-Lorraine had been plighted to 
the young King Ferdinand IL of Naples. 

The aillance was in every way brilliant 
and advantageous; It secured-an influential 
and important ally to the Austrian empire 
and it increased the dignity of the imperiai 
family, The marriage treaty was signed, 
the preparations completed, and the bethroth- 
al took place on the eighth of August, 1767. 
The empress was radiant with smiles; the 
court put aside the mourning and gloom 
which had hung over it since the emperor's 
death, and became once more the scene of 
gayety and splendor. Fetes, balls, entertain- 
ments of every kind, followed in rapid suc- 
cession, and only one person seemed to shrink 
from the bridal festivities, that person was 
the imperial bride herself. From the mo- 
ment when the fact of her betrothal to Fer- 
dinand of Naples had been announced to her, 
Josepha's déep melancholy had steadily in- 
creased. Day by day she became more gloomy 
and depressed. She took no interest in the 


ae | 
preparations for her journey. She appeared 
indeed at the court festivities, ‘but it was 
evident that her thoughts were far other- 
wise occupied. More than once she was 
heard to declare that her marriage would 
mever take place and thatithe journey to 
Naples would never be undertaken by her. 
But no one heeded the prediction. The day 
for her marriage by proxy was fixed, and 
also for that of her quitting Vienna. 

The evening before the wedding day the 
empress sent for her daughter, and com- 
‘marded her to repair alone to the imperial 
vault; and there kneeling by her father's 
coffin, to pray for the repose of his soul. The 
archduchess shrank from this ghastly or- 
deal She entreated her mother to spare 
her so painful and terrifying a task; but 
prayers and entreaties were in vain. Maria 
Theresa was little used to opposition. es- 
pecially from her own children. She refused 
to listen to her daughter's pleading, &nd she 
peremptorily insisted on her orders being 
obeyed. 

Josepha descended alone Into the vault, 
where a short time before had been buried 
the remains of the Empress Marie Josephine 
of Saxony, wife of Joseph IL, who had died 
of malignant smallpox. 

“I go to my tomb,” were the mournful 
words of the archduchess; and her presenti- 
ment was fatally verified. The following 
day she was taken 111; smallpox soon declar- 
ed itself and after a very short struggle 
for life, Josepha died on the day that had 
been fixed for her leaving Vienna for Naples. 

The coffin of the archduchess was placed 
by that of her father, and if Maria Theresa 
felt any remorse for her cruel despotism, she 
speedily forgot her bereavement in negotia- 
tions for securing the Neapolitan alliance to 
her next daughter. the Archduchess Caroline. 
She became queen of Naples, and her career 
of political and personal infamy is too well 
known to need any recapitulation. 

The’ eagerly-desired alliance brought only 
shame and disaster to those concerned In It. 
And who will say that the more fortunate of 
the royal sisters was the early dead, dying 
in the spring-tide or her youth unsullied by 
the world, ignorant alike of its pleasures and 
its sOrrows? 

Truly of Josepha of Austria, may it be 


said. that she was “taken away from .the 
evil to come.”

Greater System Needed 
To Regulate Traffic 


Editor Constitution: Following your ar- 
tiele of a recent date rélative to the crowded 
condition of our streets in the center of the 
city. permit me, through your paper, to sug- 
Best, as I see it, a plan to more than double 
the carrying capacity of each up-town street 
leading north and south. 

During a recent visit to Philadelphia, I 
had occasion to observe and make inquiry 
regarding the very satisfactory way in which 
the police department of that city handled 
the same vital problem that has so long con- 
fronted Atlanta. 

On Market street. our Whitehall they al- 
low no wagons, carts or drays of any descrip- 
tion, giving that street over wholly to pas- 
senger carrying vehicles that operate under 
such traffic rules as give to it the greatest 
capacity possible. On the first street north 
of Market, vehicles of all kinds are permitted, 


street south of Market the same regulation 
exists with all travel going east. On thesa 
two last named streets there are stationed 
mounted police whose duty it is to ride con- 
tinuously back and forth on their two or 
three blocks, directing and keeping in close 
touch with almost every vehicle that might 
be on their assigned beat, stopping here and 
going there, when it was necessary, in direct- 
ing drivers ana Straightening out team tan- 
gles. 

Now, 'my idea, in putting very much the 
Bame traffic regulations in force in Atlanta, 
weuld be to station one mounted police on 
the first three blocks of South Pryor, begin- 
ning at the Union depot;-one on the first 
three blocks on North Pryor, beginning at 
the sameé place; the same on both North and 
South Broad street, making Broad street 
bridge the dividing point, these mounted pa- 
trolmen to have complete control over all 
traffic on their beats, forcing all vehicles 
on both North and South Broad street to 
Grive_in one direction only, north; those on 
North and South Pryor streets, South, leav- 
ing Peachtree and Whitehall as they now are, 
except that no automobile or team of any 
kind be allowed to stand on these two streets, 
longer than Js necessary for them to load or 
unload; placing two mounted police on each of 
these two streets with supervision extending 
| from the viaduct to Ellis and Mitchell streets, 
| Fespectively. Do this, force all automobiles 
and waiting vehicles to park on side streeta, 
leaving these main thoroughfares open; con- 
tinue the present splendid drive-to-the-right 
rule, and without doubt, it will be many years 
before these uptown streets, as regards 
travel, are in the deplorable condition they 
naw are. 


Safer Strests. 

These eight mounted patrolmen would also 
have supervision over each cross street where 
it touched their regular beats, which would 
ver} much help, in lessening danger of acci- 
dent and make travel on these streets safer 
' and more satisfactory. In addition, without 
further delay, .let us do that which we have, 
time and again, promised ourselves to do: 
| build the viaduct over the railroad tracks 

from the south end_of Forsyth street bridge, 
‘to Haynes street, with a cross intersection 
from the foot of Spring street to Elliott street 
| at the westefn end of the Mitchell street via- 
| @uet; interesected, as they would be, this would 
‘take from Peachtree, Whitehall, Broad and 
Pryor streets from 10 to 20 per cent of the 
north and south travel that those streets are 
now forced to take care of, and as our pop- 
ulation increases in the future, at a much 
greater rate than heretofore, the benefit of 
these bridges to the streets In the center of 
the city, tm helping relieve them of their 
overcrowded condition, would be incalculable
